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Space Week ’80 declared in Texas

Governor W. P. Clements
signed an Official Memorandum
June 10 designating July 16-24,
1980, as Space Week in Texas.
The anniversary of the lunar
landing will be cbserved in the
Clear Lake area July 13- 20, and
this period has been dubbed,
“Space Week 80." The follow-
ing is the text of the Governor's
memorandum:

The United States Space Pro-
gram, through Mercury, Gemini,
Apollo, Skylab, and the soon to be
operational Space Shuttle, offers

our Nation scientific and tech-
nological advances which are in-
calculable.

The purpose of the United
States Space Program is the
peaceful exploration of space for
the benefit of all mankind.

The United States Space Pro-
gram directly and indirectly
benefits not only the economy of
Texas, but that of our Nation
through its activities which are ap-
plicable to medicine, agriculture,
aercnautics, astronautics, con-
struction, public safety, consumer

products, transportation, com-
puters, communications, urban
planning, and solar energy.

The United States aerospace
industry and educational institu-
tions throughout the United States

JSC trains 2 ESA astronauts

NASA and the European Space
Agency (ESA) announced this
week that two European scientists
have entered NASA's Mission
Speciaiist training program at
Johnson Space Center.

NASA has agreed to train the
European scientists nominated by
ESA in recognition of the substan-
tial contribution ESA is making to
the Space Transportation System
by funding development of
Spacelab. ESA will reimburst
NASA for the costs of training the
two European scientists.

The two European nominees
have undergone a screening and
selection process similar tc that of
U.S. applicants. They enter the
mission specialist training pro-
gram with the same commitment
as candidates selected by NASA,
that is, to undergo the full comple-
ment of mission specialist training
in preparation for possible duty as

mission specialists working on the
Space Shuttle.

The two European nominees
selected for training are: Claude
Nicollier, 33, Swiss, an astronomer
formerly at the European Space
Technology Center in Noordwijk,
Netherlands, and Wubbo Ockels,
31, Dutch, a physicist formerly
with Groenigen University, Nether-
lands.

Both Nicoltier and Ockels are
now ESA employees.

Nicollier and Ockels are also
among ESA’s Spacelab One
payload specialist candidates.
The opportunity for mission
specialist training arose when ad-
ditional time became available for
preparing for the Spacelab One
mission currently scheduled for
faunch in May 1983.

New candidates on board

A new class of astronaut candi-
dates reported July 7 to the NASA
Johnson Space Center for a year's
training. The 19 candidates were
selected in May from amang 121
applicants screened.

Management briefings and per-
sonnel office paperwork filled the
first two days before the group
began formal training. There are

eight pilot candidates and 11 mis-
sion specialist candidates in the
group. Six are civilian and 13 are
military.

Following the year of training
and evaluation at JSC, successful
candidates will become astro-
nauts available for Shuttle flight
crew selection.

Costs just
going up

In recent years, price increases
for almost everything one
purchases has become an un-
welcome, but almost universal,
fact of life. Purchase prices of ev-
ery product from apples (a) to zinc
(z) have increased by an average
of 28% over the past two years
(CPl), with energy related pro-
ducts leading the way.

During the two year period,
vending machine prices have
been limited to mincr increases of
less than 6%. Across-the-board
price increases for items sold
through vending machines were
deferred by making many trade-
offs in vending eguipment and
items offered.

After exhausting virtually all
other available trade-offs, it
became unavoidably necessary to
grant price increases averaging
7% for vending machine items on
June 16, 1980. However, even
with prices changing almost daily
around us, employees and guests
have enjoyed good food for the
past eighteen months at the JSC
Cafeteria without any price in-
crease,

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Reminder from the past

There is a code of ethics
for Government employees

In 1958 Congress passed a
Code of Ethics for Government
Employees, and it has never
been amended. The following is
the text:

I. Put loyalty to the highest moral
principles and to couniry above
loyalty to persons, party, or
Government department

[I. Uphold the Constitution,
laws, and regulations of the United
States and of all governments
therein and never be a party to
their evasion.

1. Give a full day’s labor for a
full day's pay; giving earmnest effort
and best thought to the perform-
ance of duties.

IV. Seek to find and employ
more efficient and economical
ways of getting tasks ac-
complished.

V. Never discriminate unfairly
by the dispensing of special favors
or privileges to anycne, whether
for rermuneration or not; and never
accenpt, for himself or herself or for

family members, favors or benefits
under circumstances which might
be construed by reasonable per-
sons as influencing the perform-
ance of governmental duties.

VI. Make no private promises
of any kind binding upon the
duties of office, since a Govern-
ment employee has no private
word which can be binding on
public duty.

Vil. Engage in no business
with the Government, either
directly or indirectly, which is in-
consistent with the conscientious
performance of governmental
duties.

VII. Never use any information
gained confidentially in the
performance of governmental
duties as a means of making pri-
vate profits.

IX. Expose corruption wherever
discovered.

X. Uphold these principles,
ever conscious that public office is
& public trust.

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A. J. Roy

‘Everyone knows him,
everyone likes him’

“Everyone knows him, and
everyone likes him,” said Gini
Burow about her boss A. J. Roy,
branch chief of Fligh: Opera-
tions for NASA at Ellington Air
Force Base.

As you approach A. J. Roy
you may be intimidated by his
stocky build and serious ex-
pression. He is a shaved-
headed man who is known for
both his silence and his econo-
my of the English language
when he speaks. He is also
known for his big heart.

In the office, dressed in
cowboy beots and a shining
Westemn belt buckle, ne peers
over silver readers’ glasses. On
the runway he walks with an air
of seriousness.

Roy is considered as top-
rate, both by those who work
with him in the air and on the
ground. 1t is rare that fellow
pilots and ground support
crews find anyone in such high
esteem.

Roy, "'AJ” to his friends, is a
native of St. Johr, North
Dakota, a place that calls sum-
mer, ‘‘two weeks of bad

iceskating.”” He has come from
a town of 400 persons to
become one of NASA’s top
pilots.

When Roy isn't at Ellington,
he is spending time with his
family. He and his three boys
go fishing whenever they get
the chance. Every year the
family goes home to North
Dakeota to visit relatives. This
year Roy plans to slip off to
Canada with his sons for some
great Northern fishipg.

Locking back on his flying
career he said, "It used to be
that all | wanted to do was fly,
to become the best pilot that |
could be, and then about 10
years ago | realized the impor-
tance of administrative and
supervisory work.” Roy ac-
cepted the position of branch
chief in 1978.

Flyin is still exciting to him
though; some weeks he may fly
up to 30 hours. While he flies
the C-130, KC-135, 747 Shut-
tie Carrier Aircraft, and the
Gulfstream Executive Jet, his
favorite is the T-38, the training
plane of the astronauts.

Roy’s career has been safer
than most, in 11,175 hours he
has never had to abandon an
aircraft in flight.

In 1964 Roy started with
NASA as a Spacecraft Com-
municator at remote sites
through the Gemini program.
Then in 1967 he went into
Aircraft Operations at Ellington.
Although he enjoyed his Mis-
sion Control work, describing it
as ''very busy and very excit-
ing,” he was glad to return to
flying.

Upon completion of high

school, Roy enlisted in the Air
Force. A year and a half later
he started in the aviation cadet
program and graduated as an
Intercept fighter pilct (F-88D).
He later became a flight in-
structor for Intercept fighter stu-
dents until 1957 when he
began his civil engineering
studies at North Dakota State.
He graduated in 1961,

All through College Roy was
a member of the Air National
Guard until three years ago
when he retired as a Lieutenant
Colenel.
